Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 and § 103 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 



2. Claims 1 and 8 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over SHARMA et al. (5,980,701), 
for reasons as of record. 



3. Claims 1 and 8 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over ELIASSON et al. 
(6,375,832), for reasons as of record. 



Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 28 October 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 
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In response to Applicant's argument that "both Sharma and Eliasson fail to 
disclose or suggest the generating means as recited in Claim 1", the examiner finds 
this is to be unpersuasive. It's because both the references disclose in Fig. Id and 
2, respectively, and in the sketches below a dielectric material positioned between 
the pair of electrodes, wherein a predetermined gap d is formed between at least 
one of the electrodes and the dielectric material, and wherein an amount a (a > 0) 
at the center of the dielectric material in the width direction, is offset from the 
midpoint of the distance between the pair of electrodes and satisfies the formula 
0 < a < 0.5 x (d/2) which is the same as 0 < a < d/4.
